Homicide death of former student. 


sparks investigation of circumstances 


The Nov. 9 death of former Gal- 
laudet student Carl Dupree in Ely 
Center on the Kendall Green campus 
has prompted an independent investi- 
gation by Gallaudet University, an in- 
vestigation by D.C. police, and referral 
of the case to the U.S. Attorney’s 
Office. 

After an autopsy revealed that 
Dupree, 41, died of asphyxiation by 
neck compression, which apparently 
broke his hyoid bone, the death was 
ruled a homicide by the D.C. police. 
Dupree, of Springfield, Va., died after 
a struggle with officers from Gallaudet’s 
Department of Safety and Security 
(DOSS), who were called after Dupree 
reportedly threatened an instructor in 
the English Department in Hall 
Memorial Building. 

In connection with the event, two 
security officers with DOSS—a male 
and a female—were injured in the scuf- 
fle and hospitalized. 

Even before the coroner’s report was 
made known, Gallaudet students rallied 
to protest the use of excessive force by 
the DOSS officers. Many classes were 
cancelled on Monday morning, Nov. 
12. A candlelight vigil was held on 
campus that evening. 

Although the specific circumstances 
surrounding the event are still being in- 
vestigated, reportedly two officers from 
the Department of Safety and Security 
went to Hall Memorial Building the af- 
ternoon of Friday, Nov. 9, in response 
to a call that Dupree was threatening a 
deaf instructor in the English Depart- 
ment. The officers and Dupree walked 
to Ely Center, and a struggle began in- 
side the side entrance. A second call 
for assistance was made. Reportedly, 


four more officers arrived, and after a 
struggle, Dupree was physically res- 
trained and handcuffed. 


According to a University statement, 
after handcuffs were in place, one of 
the officers noticed that Dupree’s face 
was turning blue. CPR was quickly ad- 
ministered and an ambulance sum- 
moned. D.C. police were also at the 
scene at some point. Dupree was taken 
to Capitol Hill Hospital in Washington, 
D.C., where he was pronounced dead. 


The University has retained the serv- 
ices of Squire, Sanders, and Dempsey, 
a national law firm, to conduct an in- 
dependent review of the circumstances 
surrounding Dupree’s death. Four 
DOSS officers involved in the incident 
have asked for and received adminis- 
trative leave with pay. 


President I. King Jordan and Provost 
Harvey Corson both addressed the 
crowd at the candlelight vigil and 
memorial service held Nov. 12. “I had 
the opportunity to know him, and I 
was impressed with his determination 
to succeed,” Jordan said. “My heart 
goes out to the Dupree family, and I 
share in the sadness that we all feel 
tonight with Carl’s passing.” Dupree’s 
wife, Avis, was a student here, and 
two of their four children attend Ken- 
dall Demonstration Elementary School. 
Dupree was a student at Gallaudet last 
year and this semester and withdrew 
from classes about three weeks ago. 


The Counseling Center is offering 
walk-in group sessions Nov. 19 and 20 
for faculty, staff, and students to ex- 
press feelings about the incident. Other 
sessions will be scheduled after Thanks- 
Giving. 


New VAX equipment will expand 
University’s computing capabilities 


Gallaudet’s computer system can be 
compared to a bus with 340 seats, and 
when all the seats are taken, anybody else 
who wants a ride is out of luck, says 
Computer Services Director Kevin Casey. 

But by the new year, Gallaudet will 
have a bigger bus. 

Thanks to an agreement with Digital 
Equipment Corporation (DEC), the 
manufacturers of the VAX system now 
used at the University, new and more 
powerful VAX equipment will soon be in- 
stalled. The new hardware will allow more 
than 400 people to access the system 
simultaneously and to perform computer- 
related tasks much faster than the sys- 
tem that is on line now. Casey said 
that the improved response time of the 
new system “will be dramatic.” 

The VAX is a family of mid-size 
computers, housed in the basement of 
the Edward Miner Gallaudet building, 
which provides computing resources to 
Gallaudet’s Kendall Green and North- 
west Campus. The University’s mailing 
lists, and accounting, financial, purchasing, 
vehicle registration, and personnel 
records are maintained on the VAX, as 
are all student academic records. The 
VAX also provides statistical analyses 
for researchers, mathematical models 
for science and mathematics classes, 
computer assisted instruction for Eng- 
lish classes, and E-mail and notes serv- 
ices for the campus community. 

There also will be improvements to 
the system in data storage areas, said 
Casey. They include adding a solid 
state disk to store data that is frequent- 
ly retrieved by a large percentage of 
computer users, and adding a new 
generation of magnetic tape storage 
equipment to safeguard data and en- 
sure that it will not be lost in the event 
of a mechanical breakdown of the 
computer system or a natural disaster 
such as a fire or flood. The data saved 
on the magnetic tape will be done at 
night, which will enable more people to 
use the computer system during normal 
working hours. 

“This computer architecture should 
serve Gallaudet well over at least the 
next five years,” said Casey. 

The two VAX 6000/520s, which 
were put on the consumer market by 
DEC at the end of October, “should 
give us roughly two and one-half times 
the general computer horsepower that 
we have currently,” said Casey. 

Computer Services has been working 
on improving the University’s computer 
situation because of the increasing use 
of the system during the past 18 
months by all facets of the University 
community. Now there are 1,200 VAX 
connections at Gallaudet, but more 
than 4,000 computer users at its two 
campuses. “We run at 100 percent ca- 


pacity all day long,” said Casey, adding 
that is why computer response time is 
often slow. 

The new VAX system and the data 
storage improvements cost in the 
neighborhood of $2.3 million, said 
Casey. DEC is providing a grant in ex- 
cess of $1 million. 

“Gallaudet will be paying a relatively 
modest amount of money to have use 
of the 6000/520 system until money 
from federal appropriations for the next 
fiscal year is available,” Casey ex- 
plained. “If we don’t get the money, I 
believe the University will consider 
whether to keep the machinery and 
pay for it ourselves or return it and use 
the old equipment.”

Flexible Premium Plan 


Employees who want to enroll or 
continue their participation in the “Flex- 
ible Premium Plan” for deducting 
health and dental insurance before 
figuring taxes must submit enrollment 
forms to the Payroll Office no later 
than Nov. 26. 

For employees who are already en- 
rolled, the current plan will end Dec. 
31. Tax regulations require employees 
participating in the plan to renew their 
enrollment. 

Employees not enrolled in the Flexi- 
ble Premium Plan currently are paying 
health and dental insurance premiums 
with “after tax dollars“—premiums are 
deducted from the paycheck after taxes 
have been figured on gross earnings. 
Under Internal Revenue Service regula- 
tions, however, employees may elect 
to have the amount of health and den- 
tal insurance premiums paid with “be- 
fore tax dollars,” with taxes based on 
gross salary minus health and dental in- 
surance premiums. As a result, the em- 
ployee realizes an increase in take- 
home pay. Retirement deductions (and 
later retirement annuities) continue to 
be based on the full gross income. 

Internal Revenue Service regulations 
govern the plan, however, and em- 
ployees may not change their minds at 
any time during the year unless there is 
a change in family status. Deductions 
will still be made until the year is over 
for employees who cancel their health 
and/or dental insurance. Also, em- 
ployees will not be able to itemize in- 
come tax deductions and claim health 
and/or dental insurance premiums as 
part of medical expenses, if they elect 
this benefit.
